As Mr. Mix has recently said, free trade is 
not the perfection of human arrangements; 
it is to be sought because, on the whole, 
it is better than Government interference, 
inasmuch as people are more likely to under- 
stand their own material interests, than Gov- 
are to understand them for them. 
when perfectly free exchange is se- 
cured, the profounder problems of the rela- 
tions of capital and labor, the mode of check- 
ing official corruption and promoting popu- 
lar education, may still remain unsolved. 

We need not say that this country is at an 
immense distance from the attainment of 
such. an ideal. For many years to come 
we shall be compelled to have a very con- 
siderable tariff for revenue to meet the 
expenses of Government and for the 
payment of the public debt. Whatever 
may be our abstract ideas as to modes 
of taxation, the practical legislater must 
be aware that three hundred millions 
could never by any possibility be raised in 
this country by direct taxation. We must 
have indirect taxation. We must have in- 
ternal revenue and customs taxes, and the 
true point for reformers to aim at, is that 
these taxes should be laid with the 
least. practicable injury to the productive 
powers of the country. .To shout for “Free 
Trade” is simply Quixotic; to struggle with 
the Boston reformers for a revenue tariff is 
wise and statesmanlike. 

The Massachusetts programme has drawn 
to it not only the enthusiastic moral reform- 
ers, but the most solid merchants and some 
of the leading manufacturers. It takes in 
the great medium conservative class, who 
are now opposed to high protection, but are 
not yet ready for absolute free trade. It 
stands toward the New-York platform some- 
what in the reverse position in which the 
two cities stood on the slavery question.
